Partial returns made by county 
treasurers to the state automobile 
registration office for the month of 
January indicate that the decrease 
of $2 in the license fee on each car, 
as compared with a year ag-o, will 
be made up by an increased num- 
ber of cars in use and a larger 
proportion of cars weighing over 
one ton on which more" than the 
minimum license fee of $8 is paid. 


No accurate comparison is avail- 


able at this time, because many 
treasurers who a year ago had re- 
ported only a part of their January 
collections at this time have fur- 
nished almost complete figures for 
that month this year, making an 
apparent gain in total which does 
not really exist. This will be off- 
set when reports are 
rjiade 
for 
February, 1926,-since the February 
figures last year contained a con- 
siderable amount of January collec- 
tions, which is not generally 
the 


case thsi year. 
As the basis of an estimate, six 


counties which have made their re- 
turns for January, 1926—three be- 
ing north of the Platte river and 
three south—were tabulated Mon- 
day morning.

the senate had voted to repeal- 
Stubborn Fight Seen. 
Some house members, including 
Representative Newton, republican, 
Minnesota, have declared they will 
seek to have the bill sent back to 
conference with instructions 
that 
the retroactive provision be elimin- 
ated and a stubborn fight is 
ex- 
pected when the compromise bill 
comes up for final approval In the 
house Tuesday. Leaders believe, 
however, that it will be accepted 
both In house and senate, promptly.

National Grange Refuses to 


0. K. Any Measure Now 


Before Congress. 


Believes Some Sound Eco- 
nomic Plan Can Be Evolved 


From Many Offered. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 —(By the 


Associated Press )— The executive 
committee of the National Grange 
has ended its two days' session 
without endorsing any of the farm 
relief bills now pending before con- 
gress. 


In a formal statement made pub- 


lic last night, the committee de- 
clared that it recognized the "ad- 
verse conditions under which agri- 
culture is laboring and believes that 
relief legislation Is desirable, but it 
is confronted by the fact that va- 
rious sections of the country are 
badlv divided on a. method of bring- 
ing relief." 
"Many relief measures are pend- 
ing before congress dealing with 
this subject, most of them having: 
several points of merit," said the 
statement, "but the executive com- 
mittee cannot endorse any of the 
measures now pending In their pres- 
ent form. 
"The grange does not 
-want to 
place itself in the position of op- 
posing any measure -which can be 
amended along" sound 
economic

T HE CYNICAL ART! ST. 


A great American artist and cartoonist picks upon 


human frail'.tles and weaknesses as the inspiration for 
a, page which he contributes to the Sunday newspap- 
ers In the larger cities of this country. 


The page is amusing. 
In the first place it is remarkably well drawn, somo 


of the line work revealing a genius shown by few of 
the artists supplying the American demand for fun. 
And then he has an uncanny power of visualizing 
types and groupsHo be found In every community. His 
drawings are true to life. It would se_em he never runs 
short of material. From America's colorful life he 
draws a never-ending supply. _ 
i 
We often wonder just what kind of a chap this 


artist is. It must be somewhat' of a drain upon a fel- 
low to always be looking for the ridiculous in people. 
The most miserable and unhappy man in the world 
is the cynic and this artist is the greatest of cynics. 
The little homely habits and customs which go to 
make up life in so many communities in this coun- 
try are caricatured and ridiculed—good-natured, to be 
true, but nevertheless sharp and stinging at times. 
The very things he finds sfi amusing are real and 
beautiful to large numbers of peoples. It is not in us 
-to envy this cartooonist. He may be eminently suc- 
cessful in placing his work and he may derive large 
financial returns from It. But the cynicism which he 
religiously practices and preaches Is positive proof 
that he has lost something fine in lite. The cartoonist 
•who sheds a kindly, likable atmosphere around- his 
characters is growing in. popularity. The cynic may be 
amusing and entertaining for a time but he can never 
hope to attain lasting popularity. 


NO GOOD TO,ANYBODY. 


T\ot because it is the United States railroad labor- 


board, but because It is one of a great many costly 
and virtually useless agencies of government which 
were saddled upon the American people during ahd 
following the world war, the hope prevails generally 
throughout the country that congress will pass the 
bill to abolish that body. 


The taxpayers would be greatly pleased to see, 


not only the railroad labor board wiped out, but 
along--wtth it'the shipping board, the tariff commis- 
sion, the trade commission, and numerous other bur- 
eaucratic organisations which have 
proven them- 


selves Incompetent for the work that they were creat- 
ed to perform, and whose operations" have been a 
hindrance rather than a help to the economic develop- 
ment of the United States. 


So far as accomplishing anything- substantial In 


the way of correcting inequalities between different 
groups of cltliees is concerned, the resulti accom- 
plished by these boards hat been absolutely nil. Be- 
yond furnishing high-salaried job* to their members, 
burdening the treasury with a 
payroll including 


hundreds and thousands of their subordinates and 
squandering large additional sums of public money 
for expenses of all kinds, they have done nothing ol 
ante. 


TIM railroad labor board seems to have Made 


U*«lf to unanimously unpopular that nobody -wants 
It continued, except those who art holding the jobs 
and drawln* the pay. 
Th« railroads and their em. 


ployes are both dlssastlsfled with 1U blundering ef- 
fort* to decide controversies over wages and working 
conditions, and the public at large feels that It has 
been getting little or nothing for Its money. 


The record made by this board Is Just what might 


be expected wh«* politicians undertake to deal with 
economic difficulties. They put on a great air of 
wisdom and solemnly proceed to "investigate 
any- 


thing and everything, down to the most minute de- 
tails; after which they ponder and deliberate for 
months and then write long-winded "opinions 
us- 


ually dodging the vital Issues at stake and seeking to 
smooth thing, over without r«»v deciding the ques- 
tions involved. This, of course, often makes the situ- 
ation worse than it was before. 


In Its efforts to keep Its place at the public crib, 


the railroad labor board has mailed out from Wash- 
ington, postage free, to the newspapers of the coun- 
try and presumably to many other addresses, a docu- 
ment of 55 pages containing Chairman Hooper's testi- 
mony before the house committee hav!V in charge 
the bill to abolish the board.' This was «L purely 
argumentative statement In opposition to thfe bill. The 
board apparently saw no Impropriety in spending a 
large amount of money in preparing and distributing 
this circular, taking advantage also of its franking 
privilege to help swell the postal deficit. 


Here is another Instance ot the manner m which 


governmental departments, bureau., boards 
and 


commissions abuse their right to use the mails with- 
out paying for stamps. Entirely apart from the money 
that these tax-eating organisations spend Directly, 
their practice of loading down the government with 
thousands of tons of franked matter every year is 
so reprehensible that it needs only to be mentioned to 
receive the condemnation of everybody who deplores 
official waste and extravagance 


This circular constitutes another good reason why 


the board should be done away with. If congress 
wants to do something that will please almost every- 
body in the United States let it pass the bill abolish- 
ing the railroad labor tribunal, and do so quickly. 
Then let the good work go on by chlorfonmlng tho 
tariff commission and a lot of others. 


ttEOHGIA'S MARRIAGE LAW. 


Georgi* followed in the footsteps of Nebraska in 


endeavoring to prevent hasty and Ul-advls^d. marriage 
by youns people by enacting a law requiring the ap- 
plicants for marriage licenses to give 5-day notice 
The law In this state which was repealed by the last 
legislature, required a 10-day notice. 


Practically the same experience has been repeated 


in Georgia which Nebraska had. The young people 
rushed into marriage just as precipitately as they 
had before the law was enacted. They went to the 
neighboring states to have the ceremony performed, 
where they were not required to make a declaration 
of intention 
The number of'elopements increased in- 


stead of decreasing. But under a recent ruling of 
the attorney general of Georgia, a more serious situ- 
ation has resulted in that state. No marriage consum- 
mated under the laws of the state which vary from 
those on that subject in Georgia, is valid, he has held. 
As a result several hundred young married couples in 
Georgia find themselves illegally living together. Will 
anyone say Georgia helped the situation by the silly 
legislation which she passed? 


FOR EVER AND EVER, AMEN. 


A new form of the "home market" argument, 


that perennial of the high tariff' adherents, has at 
length appeared, after being neglected for some years. 
In perusing the "platform" 
adopted by the DCS 


Motnes conference to help the downtrodden farmer, 
we note a section devoted to the subject of develop- 
ing home markets. 


"We believe," says the "platform," "we should 


stress the necessity for developing 'home consump- 
tion markets' for our farm commodities. We believe 
that home markets can be developed In a number 
of ways" two of which are named as an "intelligent 
and consistent educational campaign" and a federal 
department for "comprehensive research." 


It seems that the glib phrase of "home markets" 


will stick with the polltlclans_forever and ever, even 
though the most eminent economists of the country 
have long abandoned it. Dr. F. W. Tausslg, pro- 
fessor of economics in Harvard University, and an 
authority In the field if ever there was 
one, says 


with peculiar significance, that "the home market 
argument is most 
frequently used in the United 


States with reference to the farmers, who are sup- 
posed to benefit from a greater demand for their 
jjroducts because of the establishment of manufac- 
tures. The presumption is, however, that they do not 
gain, but lose, the 'market' which Is created offers 
less in exchange for their products than does the 
foreign market." 


It is interesting to note that this terrible heresy 


is contained in books which are used as standard texts 
in our stiles university. The little friends of the 
farmer should take measures to abolish this horrify- 
ing practice. 


A FAILURE- IN THE LEQITMATE DRAMA. 
A fe-w years ago Oliver Morosco was one of the 


big producers of the legitimate drama. One of his 
productions, "The Bird of Paradise" Is supposed to 
have netted him a great fortune. Morosco last week- 
filed a petition In bankruptcy, setting forth liabilities 
of more than a million dollars. 


His case is Indicative of what has happened in the 


sphere of the drama. 


There are very few cities 'in the United States 


where It thrives. New York still supports a large 
number of legitimate houses but even there competi- 
tion has become'most keen and the profits have been 
very largely reduced. The road show has become tho 
bugaboo of the average producer rather than a source 
of large profits. No expediency adopted by the pro- 
ducer has helped the situation. The increase in ad- 
mission prices only served to reduce attendance. Then 
the producer began placing cheaper companies on the 
road and reduced somfe of the expense of scenery and 
costumes. 


It may be that retention of the drama In the future 


will hang upon the slender thread of philanthropy 
of those rich enough to preserve It.

If too much of the oil is taken it is 'inconvenient, as 
anyone knows wfio has taken too much, for when it gets Into the lower 
bowels, It is difficult to retain it- I know that many are benefltted by a 
moderate amount of mineral oil dally. It Is non-irritating and does not 
have any of the effects that cathartics wouM have In causing more con-

The highest bid was made by a syn- 
dicate of large banks, which paid 
101.058 for the issue and immedi- 
ately offered the bonds at a price 
that meant less than % milloin dol-

multitude of associates. Such 


banks do not put up 75 million dol- 
lars to make a profit of only '% 
million dollars unless they are pret- 
ty sure that the general industrial 
and financial situation and outlook 
is soi'nd. The incident indicates that 
there are enormous amounts of idle 
capital seeking Investment and that 
time money is expected to i ;main 
easy for an indefinite period. 


Not Disturbed Over Large Loans. 
There 
is no question but that 


bank loans secured by stock ex- 
change collateral are high as Indi- 
cated by the figures just published 
for 
this 
federal reserve 
district 


alone, which do not include all of 
the money employed in the stock 
market. When one broker lends an- 
other stock for the purpose of mak- 
ing- a short sale cash changes hands 
and this cash is used in stock ex- 
change transactions without being 
reported in bank loans. Without go- 
ing further into details it must be 
admitted hat loans secured by stock 
exchange collateral are high, but 
even so, active and successful Wall 
street bankers are not disturbed 
over this phase of the situation and 
outlook. 
There was no question either but 
that partial payment merchandis- 
ing of goods has reached a point 
where some people are disturbed. 
This is not true, however, of some 
active and successful Wall street 
bankers who are no more fright- 
ened over the large total of partial 
payment merchandising than they 
are over the large total of bank 
loans secured by stock exchange col- 
lateral. A careful and thorough in- 
\-estigation just made privately by 
Wall street bankers for their own 
information regarding the outcome 
of installment payments in the an-

shows an astonishingly small loss. 


Some of the most active and suc- 


cessful bankers in Wall street see 
in the high level of bank loans se- 
cured by. stock exchange collateral 
evidence of the very high buying 
power this country now enjoys. In 
the flood of new securities offered 
and in the partial payment mer- 
chandising- of goods these bankers 
see efforts to make the most of 
the 
country's 
enormous 
buying 


power. But it is plain to some of 
Wall street's active and successful

Although it is an incident now 
known to be the invention of one- 
Parson TYeems. who v.-rots fict'on 
under the guise of history, the story 
about Washington most impressed 
upon the minds Q£ American y.>ung 
people is that after he had chopped 
down the cherry tree, he admitted 
his guilt to his father because he 
couldn't tell a lie. 
The newer historians, in omit- 


ting all mention o£ such question- 
able "facts" 
about "Washington's 


life, are endeavoring to impress up- 
on minds of future citizens his real 
place in history and the qualities 
wheih caused him to play so prom- 
inent a part in the winning of the 
Revolution and establishment of the 
republic. 
What are the salient facts about 


Washington's life? 


He was born on a farm in West- 


moreland county, Virginia, Febru- 
ary 22, 1732. His father had settled 
. in Virginia after leaving the an- 


cestral home Sulgrave Manor, Eng- 
land. No accurate picture of Wash- 
ington's boyhood can be obtained 
from the scanty information avail- 
able- He probably "was under the 
care of a colored mammy. His 
father died when he was 11 years 
old.He was not sent to Eusianu for 
an education, as was the custom of 
the time amonp wealthy families, 
but attended a Virginia school. He 
was fond of athletics. 
• In those days professions were 
chosen for boys when they were 
quite young. At 16, Washington be- 
came a surveyor's apprentice. Al 
the time he was living with his 
half brother. Lawrence, at Mount 
Vernon. 


Was he a good surveyor? We 


have no absolute evidence either 
way, but a Baltimore surveyor who 
went over Washington's surveys a 
few years ago, says l.e wasn't. 


Like a good many country sur- 


veyors^it appears that George had 
the habit of dras:s-;ii^ his survey- 
or's chain along the surface o( the 
ground, up -hill and down valley, 
with the result that his calcula- 
tions sometimes showed a groat 
many more acres Inside a certain 
boundary, measured in that way 
than it actually contained. George, 
is also charged -with doing a lot of 
surveying on horseback, which viay 
be comfortable, but is not likely 10 
be accurate. 


When Lawrence Washington died 


the property became the possession 
of his daughter. 
When she died 


without issue the title passed to 
George. Thus, as a young man he 
became the owner of that wonder- 
ful estate. Mount Vernon, on a slope 
overlooking the Potomac river near 
•the spot on -which in time the capi- 
tal of the United States was laid 
out. 


When the French and Indian -war 


broke out, George was one of the 
first to enlist. He was an adven- 
turous spirit, and the prospect of 
fighting Indians no doubt stirred 
him- He knew a thing or two about 
that kind of warfare from his sur- 
veying days. 


The story of bis pleadings with 


English general to fight the In- 
dians Indian fashion from behind 
stumps and trees is well known. 
Although he participated in several 
hard fought battles, he escaped un- 
harmed." 


As a lover he is known through 


his letters to S^i'.y Fairfax and his 
affection for Mary Philipse: When 
Mary Philipse jilted him, the young 
man soon forgot his sorrow in the 
society of Martha Custis, a wealthy 
Virginia wdow. They were married 
after a short courtship and Wash- 
ington settled down to be a gentle- 
man farmer. He raised tobacco. He 
owned slaves. 
He dealt in real 


estate. He liked society and at- 
tended dances frequently. 


His wife had two children by her 


first husband and Washington took 
them into his home and cared for 
Hiern as If they were his own. He, 
however, had no children of his 
own. 


It cannot be said Hi at Washing- 


ton was eager for the war with 
Rngiand. He was closely bound to 
England by social, business and in- 
tellectual ties. But after the battle 
o£ Lexington, when the issue was 
clear cut, he offered his services to 
the thirteen colonies in time, but 
not immediately, and only after de- 
bate, he was made commander-in- 
ohief of the Revolutionary forces 
He served without salary, but did 
accept expense money. 


Washington is not ranked high 


as a military strategist by experts 
of other countries, who say Lee is 
the greatest general America has 
jroduced. Verhaps I«ee could have 
ended the war of the Revolution 
sooner, but it must be remembered 
hat when Washington took com- 
mand of the continental army,, it 
was an army in name only. Efven 
After he had, with the assistance 
of men'like Von Steuben and La- 
fayette, whipped them into some 
•esemblance to a trained force, he 
was handicapped by lack of equip- 
ment, and by petty politics played 
by members of the continental con- 
:ress who didn't think the colonies 
lad a chance to win the war with 
Britain. 


When the end came Washington 


surrendered his command and re- 
tired to Mount Vernon. He had no 
desire to remain in pawer after his 
services were no longer needed. 


The farm had been neglected and 


needed a great deal of attention. 
Washington set about remedying 
conditions and spent most of his 
time on the estate.

fathers looked around for presi- 
dent, Washington was chosen. He 
•was reluctant to leave the quiet of 
Mount Vernon to take up the duties 
of firmly establishing the new na- 
tion in the affairs of the world. As 
president he had no preceedents to 
follow and many factions to pacify, 
and the people often criticized his 
decisions. But by strong' methods 
he got the fieldging republis on its 
feet. 
At the end of his second term in 


office "Washington, refused to run 
again, thereby setting a precedent 
which all presidents down to the 
present time have followed.
